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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Young (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,567,011). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, Young teaches a plurality of keys closing switch contacts 
(reference numeral SXX in Figure 15B) corresponding thereto when pressed down; a 
microcomputer (reference numeral Ul in Figure 15B) coupled to said keys for generating a 
remote-control signal in response to pressing each of said keys; and a transmission circuit 
(reference numeral IRl in Figure 15 A) coupled to said microcomputer for transmitting a remote- 
control signal, wherein the microcomputer is operable to: be shifted to a test mode when a 
specific key of said keys is pressed (column 8 lines 52-65); store (via ROM in Ul of Figure 15B 
and described in column 12 lines 65-67) an opening-closing data of a key of the keys, said key 
closed after the test mode is initiated; and transfer the opening-closing data as a remote-control 
test signal to said transmission circuit at once (e.g. "start sending" of column 8 lines 52-65). 

Regarding claims 2, 4, 6, and 8, Young teaches that said transmission circuit transmits the 
remote-control signal and the remote-control test signal as one of an infrared ray signal (via IRl 
in Figure 15 A) and a radio signal. 
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Regarding claims 3 and 7, Young teaches that the remote-control test signal additionally 
carries an identification signal of said microcomputer (e.g. "imique IR data output" of column 8 
lines 52-65).
